Hereas VVee haue reſolued, by che fauour and 


9 0 bleſſing of G © D, to celebꝛate the Solemnitie of Our owne Royall 
J 6 | Cozonation, together alſo with the Coꝛonation of Dur moſt dearely 
WY S beloued Conſozt the Queene, vpon the ſecond day of Febꝛuarie next, 
NV 17 2 being Candlemas dap, at our Palace of weſtminſter: And fozalmuch as by 
NN 49 the ancient Cuſtomes and Uſages of this Realme, as allo in regard of 
el diners Tenures of lundꝛy Panozs, Lands, g other Hereditaments, 
many ot Our lomng Suviects doe clatme , and are bound to doe and perfozme diuers ſeuerall 
deruites on the ſaid day, and at the time ol Our Coꝛonation, as in times pꝛetedent their An⸗ 
urſtoꝛs, and thoſe from whom they clatme, haue done aud perfoꝛmed at the Coꝛonations of Our 
famous pꝛogenitoꝛs and pꝛedeteſſoꝛs, Kings and Queenes ofthis Realine : We therefoze, out 
df Our pꝛintelp care foꝛ the pꝛeſeruation of the lawfull Rights and Inheritantes of Dur louing 
dubietts whom it may concerne, Haue thought fit to give notice of, and publiſh Our Reſolution 
herein, and doe hereby glue notice of, and publiſh the ſame accozdingly. 

Aud Wee doe hereby further lignifie, That by Our Commiſſion vnder Our great Seale of 
£861 a xD, Me ſhall appoint and authoꝛtze Our right truſtie and right welbeloued Counlellozs, 
Dit Thomas Couentrie Knight, Lo2d Keeper of Pur great Seale of England, and lames Lo2d Ley, 
Ou high Treaſurer of England, Our right truſtie and right welbeloued Couſins and Counlel- 
02s, Edward Earle of Worceſter, Keeper of Our Pꝛiuie Deale, Thomas Earle of Arundell and Surrey, 
Earle Marſhall of England, and William Earle of Pcmbrooke, Lom Chamberlaine of Our Houſe⸗ 


hold, Our right truſtie and right welbeloued Couſin, Edward Earle of Dorſer, and Our truſtit and 


welbeloued Sir Randall Crew Anight, Our thiefe Juſtice foz Pleas, to be helde befoze Us, oꝛ any 
thzec, 02 moze of them, to reteiue, heare, and determine the Petitions and Clatmes, which ſhall be 
to them exhibited by any of Our louing Sudietts in this behalfe and wee hall appoint Dur 
ſaid Commiſſioners foꝛ that purpoſe, to ſit in the painted Chamber of Our Palace at Weſtminſter 
pon the lire and twenty , leuenandtwenty, and eight and twenty dayes ofthis inſtant mo- 
neth of January, in the afternoones of thoſe dayes, fozthe execution of Our ſayd Commuſſion, 
which Wee doe thus publiſh, tothe intent that all ſuch perſons, whom it may any wapes con- 
terne may know when, and where to giue their attendance,fozerhibiting of their Petitions,and 
Claimes tonterning their Seruices befoze mentioned, to be done oꝛ perfoꝛmed vnto Us at Our 
ſaid Coꝛonation. | 

And wee doe further hereby lignifie to all, and euery of Our Subiects, whom it may concerne, 
That, whereas we haue thought fit (by reaſon that the late great and grieuous Infettion of the 
plague in Our ſayd Citte , hath foꝛ the moſt part left the ſame vnfurniſhed, both of Materials, 
and of able and experienced Woꝛkemen, which are neceſſarily to bee imploped in an Action of lo 
great State, as is Our p2oceeding from Our Tower of London thzough Our ſaid Citie ) to put 
off and deferre Our ſaidp2oceeding , vntill the firſt day of May next; Yet neuerthelcſſe, Our will 
and pleaſure is, and We doe hereby ſtraitly charge all perſons, of what ranke 02 qualitie ſoeuer 
they be, who either vpon our Letters to them directed, oꝛ by reaſon of their Offices oz Tenures, 
02 otherwiſe, are to doe any ſerutce at the ſayd day oꝛ time of Dur Coꝛonation, that they doe 
duely giue their attendance accozdingly in all reſpects furniſhed and appointed, as to ſo great aſos 
lemnity appertameth, and anſwerable to the dignities and places which euery one ofthem re⸗ 
ſpectinely holdeth and entoyeth : And of this they, oz any of them are not to fayle, as they will 
anſwere the contrary at their perill, vnleſſe vpon ſpectall reaſons by Our Helle, vnder Our 
dwne hand to bee allowed, Wee ſhall diſpence with any of their. Seruites oz Attendantes.
